The purpose of the law enforcement 
department of the commission on train- 
ing camp activities is to assist local of- 
ficials in repressing the social evil, the 
liquor traffic and gambling as they af- 
fect soldiers. 

Representatives of

Ynited States near which a training 
camp is located and have conferred in 
each place ‘with the mayor, sheriff, city 
attorney, chief of police and other law 
enforcement officials. 

"The policy of the United States g0v~- 
ernment with regard to vice conditions 
generally has been explained to these 
officers of the law. The gist of this 
policy is that vice must be absolutely 
repressed wherever it affects the 
_ gné@ welfare of soldiers and sailors. 
Tt is the special work of the south- 
eastern division office to keep inform- 
ed régarding the moral conditions sur- 
rounding the training camps in this sec- 
tion ahd report such conditions to the 
war department in Washington and to 
advise with and assist city, county and 
state officials in the maintenance of a 
wholesome environment about the 
training camps. The-secret expert in- 
vestigators of the commission will as- 
sist in this important work.

HAS BEEN WELL PASSED 


But There-Must Be Strenu- 
ous Endeavor and Huge 
Results in Days Remaining 
If Loan Is to Be Put Over. 


Washington, October 22.—Treasury 
officials announced tonight that reports 
reaching the department of Liberty 
Loan subscriptions throughout the na- 
tion today were not of a character to 
“warrant confidence that the $5,000,- 
000,000 maximum quota desired will be 
achieved.” 

Virtually on the eve of the cam- 
paign’s finish, it appears that the total 
will fall short of the huge sum set as 
the country’s goal. Only an avalanche 
of dollars can bring the lists up to the 
full maximum quota. 

Liberty Day W Help. 

Liberty day, officialg”’assert, will do 
much toward bringing the goal nearer, 
but Liberty day will not do it all. The 
remaining three and one-half days, 
they assert, must be days of the most 
strenuous endeavor and big results if 
the total runs to $5,000,000,000. 

“Indications from increases shown by 
the latest official report of sales and 
such scattering unofficial estimates on 
today’s business as trickled. into the 
treasury department are that the 
$2,000,000,000 mark has been well 
passed,’ said the treasury’s announce- 
tonight, “and that possibly 
$2,250,000,000 has been subscribed.” 

A total of unofficial estimates was 
not available from the twelve reserve 
banks. Officials delayed the issuance

Today is “Trinket day.’ ‘Down in the 
bottom of the old trunk everybody has 
some trinket which is broken and of no 
further value to them, save sentimental- 
ly. They are asking the people of At- 
lanta to donate these trinkets to keep 
some American boy, out on the front 
doing sentry duty, guarding the lives 
of many of his fellows, warm and com- 
fortable. It is bound to leave him with 
a grateful feeling toward the donor, 
and help when he lies suffering out in 
“No Man's Land.” 

Buy Wool for Sweaters, 

When all the trinkets have been gath- 
ered, they will be put in “the melting 
pot” and the proceeds will buy wool 
for the sweaters. It doesn’t matter if 
it is part of an old watchchain, a broken 
spoon, or an old piece of family silver. 
It will melt just the same, and it may 
be worth several times its pecuniary 
value.

ESCAPES GERMANS. 
| The Russian Gulf of Riga fleet, which 
last week apparently was bottled up in 

Moon sound by the German naval 
' forees, has made its way out of the 
‘sound and now is guarding the north- 
ern entrance to the sound of Wormso 
island. 

The Russian vessels made their es- 
,cape without further losses than the 
| battleship Slava, which was sunk in a 
‘naval engagement last Wednesday, and 
‘two other vessels, presumably trans- 
, ports, which went ashore. From its 
[new position the fleet is so situated 
‘that it may make a dash for the Gulf 
,of Finland around the ‘western Es- 
{thonia coast or; if menaced by attack 
from the greatly superior German units, 
take refuge again in the waters of 
Moon sound and play hide and seek 
with the enemy. 

Meanwh le the Germans have landed 
forces on the Esthonian coast, pressed 
back the Russian right ‘wing slightly 
and occupied the western portion of the 
Werder neninsula. That a larger land- 
ing somewhere along this coast is in 
anticipation is indicated by the state- 
ment in the Russian official communi- 
cation that Russian patrol boats have 
seen in the vicinity of the Gulf of Riga 
large enemy naval forces convoying 
transports. More than 1,020 additional 
prisoners were taken by the Germans 
in the conquest of Dago island, where, 
also, large numbers of guns and quan- 
tities of war stores also fell into their 


hands. 


GERMANS DRIVEN 
FROM POSITIONS 
ON FLANDERS LINE 


London, October 22.—(Midnight.)— 
Highiy successful operations in the 


neighborhood of Poelcapelle and, in con- 
junction with the French, south of 
Houtholst forest, are reported in the 
communication from Field Marshal 
Haig toenight. The whole of the ob- 
jectives, including many strong points, 
were captured. 

The British carried other valuable 
positions southeast of Poelcapelle be- 
vond their objectives and farther north 
co-operating with the French, captur- 
ing the southern defenses of Houtholst 
forest, besides a _ series of fortified 
farms. 

The allies are established firmly be- 
vond the southern boundary of the 
forest. 

The enemy, by a strong counter at- 
tack in the vicinity of the Ypres- 
Staden railway, checked the British ad- 
vance astride the raflway, but else- 
where were unable to prevent progress, 
Heavy casualties were inflicted on the 
Germanfhs and two hundred prisoners 
were captured.

WAR IS VERY TERRIBLE, 
BUT MUST BE SETTLED 


In Order to Safeguard Gen- 
erations to Come—For 
Germany to Benefit Would 
Encourage Every Bucca- 
neering Empire to Repeat 
Experiment. 


London, October 22.—Premier Lloyd- 


in Albert hall this after- 
inaugurate the autumn cam- 
paign for national economy. The hall 
was crowded, while on the platform 


| were many distinguished men, includ- 
ing the archbishop of Canterbury, Gen- 


eral Smuts, the members of the cabinet 
and the allied diplomats. 

The premier, who was given a tre- 
mendous reception, declared that the 
magnitude of the enthusiasm gather- 
ing in the fourth year of the war was 
the best proof of the determination of 
this country to prosecute the war until 
victory was achieved. The cost of the 
war was gigantic; it was heavy today 
and would be heavy tomorrow, he de- 
clared. r ‘ 

No Terms in Sight. 

“But I cannot see any terms in sight 
which would lead to an enduring 
peace,” he said. 

“The only terms now possible would 
mean an armed truce ending in an 
even more frightful struggle.” 

Mr. Lloyd-George said Germany would 
make peace now only on terms which 
would enable her to benefit by the war. 
He asserted that would be encourage- 
ment to every buccaneering empire in 
the future to repeat the exper!ment. 

More than twice as many German 
submarines were lost in the first 10 
months of this year as in all of last 
year, the premier asserted.. The Brit- 
ish tonnage lost monthly .now is net 
much more than one-third of the total 
destroved last April. 

The premier said he had hoped the 
enemy’s terrible power might be broken 
this year, but that the temporary col- 
lapse of the Russian military power 
had postponed, this hope. But time 
was on the side of the allies, he said. 
Time once was neutral, but two things 
had changed this, namely, the advent 
of America and the increasing failure 
of the German submarine war. 

Allies Working in Harmony. 

The allies were working in the 
greatest harmony, the premier con- 
tinued. He said they are on the eve of 
the most important inter-allied confer- 
ence ever held, at which for the first 
time representatives of America and 
of the -Russian democracy would be 
present. He stated that the confer- 
ence meant to determine the ultimate 
issue of the war. 

The war, said the premier, was ter- 
rible in itself, but more terrible in the 
possibilities it revealed of new horrors 
on land and sea and in the air. It must 
be settled now, once for all, he de- 
clared. If the war should be renewed 
after thirty years more of scientific 
application it would mean the death of 
civilization. Brute force must be de- 
throned forever. 

To realize what the advent of Ameri- 
ca meant, the premier went on, it was 
necessary only to look back on the 
rapid growth of the little British army. 
America was now starting, and its

It was explained to Governor Harris 
that there is now a shortage of guns, 
but at the same time there are many 
obsolete and not in use in the war, 
which would do well enough for drill 
purposes and it is these that will prob- 
ably be sent to Tech as soon as the 
matter can be arranged. 

Governor Harris said he was much 
scratified that while many other schools 
had suffered from effects of the war, 
Tech has a larger attendance now than 
at any time in its history.

Currier during his last illness, was 
left an estate valued at $120,000 under 
a codicil to Mr. Currier’s will which 
was probated in common form in the 
ordinary’s court Monday.

The Citizens and Southern bank, of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., with branches in Augusta and 
Macon, has announced its application for 
membership in the federal reserve bank sys- 
tem, which announcement is highly signifi- 
cant by reason of the fact that this is the 
biggest state bank between Baltimore and 
New Orleans, and one of the largest banks 
of the south, state or national. 

In making the announcement the bank’s 
president, Mills B. Lane, says: 


The Citizens and Southern bank has 
decided to send in its application for 
membership in the federal reserve bank 


for the following reasons: 

I do not see how any state banker 
who is a true Amerigan citizen with red 
bleod in his veins can afford to ignore 
the president's appeal, made on last 
Tuesday, to the state banks through- 
out the country to join the federal re- 
eerve system in order that the assets of 
the country may be mobilized at this time 
for the handling of the country’s present 
and future war requirements. I think 
that every state bank whose condition 
js such that it can join the system 
should (do so at the earliest possible 


moment. 

And this patriotic impulse should inspire 
every institution of its kind in the country. 

Regardless of the immediate financial ex- 
pediency of the move, as affecting the bank 
itself, it is the duty of every state bank to 
pool its resources under the great federal re- 
serve system in order, as Mr. Lane aptly ex- 
presses it, to the more effectively mobilize 
the country’s assets at a time when it is 
imperative that they be mobilized to the 
fullest extent possible. 

What counts it that a bank may make a 
few dollars more by shirking its duty and re- 
maining out of the federal reserve system?

THE OLD TB PROBLEM. 

The father of four small children has been 
told that he has tubertulosis. He has spent 
five months in the country, gained 15 pounds, 
but still coughs, his wife writes. His tem- 
perature has gone down, but he expectorates 
mornings. He is reciving tuberculin injec- 
tions weekly, He sleeps in a tent at home 
in his yard in the city now, and takes six 
raw eggs and lots of milk every day. WiHUll 
he get well? How long will it take? What 
about the tuberculin? Is the disease likely 
to infect any of the children? 

If social service were more than 2 per 
cent efficient, if civic conscience were more 
than 1 per cent active, this mother would 
not have to worry about the family income 
pending the final result. The father has 
worked all his life, given his blood to indus- 
try, and in return he has received a stipend 
on which, today, it takes an exceptional fam- 
ily to live in decent comfort. Now his pay 
envelope is gone. The community, honest 
taxpayers and law-abiding citizens all, will 
look on the tragedy with sympathy, but that 
is as far as the general interést goes. 

The patient, in our personal opinion, is 
spending funds extravagantly on eggs. Six 
eggs a day represents ay amount of money 
which would buy much ore nutriment in 
another, perhaps a more palatable form. The 
day of the raw egg and 1ilk gorge has 
passed. The feeding of the’ tuberculous in- 
dividhal is no longer a matter of force, but 
of intelligent selection of reasonably va- 
ried food, such as whole wheat bread and 
butter, potatoes and other vegetables in sea- 
eon, fresh meat of some kind daily, cooked 
eggs now and then if desired, fresh milk as 
desired. There is no particular virtue in a 
raw egg, except its price. 

The patient must rigidly practice isola- 
tion from the children. That is, never kiss, 
never allow them to sleep near or in the 
room with him, never fondle them. They 
may visit with him in the open air at any 
time, with perfect safety. Intimate contact 
prolonged or frequently repeated seems to be 
essential for infection with tuberculosis; not 
occasional or brief visits with actual con- 
tact avoided. 

When temperature is above normal at any 
time of day the administration of tuberculin 


is of questionable value. The remedy is 
rather for less active tuberculosis. However, 
it is a problem in each case, to be solved 
only by the physician who has studied the 
patient. 

A year must be given to the treatment. 
Every case of tuberculosis naturally tends 
to proceed to arrest if intelligently man- 
aged.

Addressing Congress. of 
Surgeons Secretary Urges 
Clean Army and Navy. 
Double Standard Is False. 


Chicago, October 22.—Dealing frank- 
ly and boldly with the social evil as a 
menace to the nation’s military effi- 
ciency, Secretary Daniels, of the navy, 
in an address here tonight before the 
Clinical Congress of Surgeons of North 
America, appealed to the medical pro- 
fession “to end the false double stand; 
ard that decreases military effective- 
mess.” The profession, he declared, 
must share its part of the blame for 
the “unpardonable prudery that en- 
dured a festering evil rather than have 
it exposed and eradicated.” 

“There is not an army in the field 
whose effectiveness is not reduced by 
reason of immoral disease,” said Secre- 
tary Daniels, “the navy suffers like- 
wise and business halts because ve- 
meral diseases destroy the manhood of 
workmen and fathers. During the last 
statistical year men of the American 
navy lost 141,378 days’ sickness from a 
on group of absolutely preventable 

iseases, or rather diseases contracted 
by sin. This means that every day 
throughout the year there were 456 
men disabled by this disgraceful mal- 
ady. Add jo that number those re- 
quired to care for the disabled and we 
Ihave enough men on the non-effective 
‘list each day to man a modern battle- 
ship. And this does not count those 
who, though diseased, were not dis- 


abled or the evil of the loathing dan- 
ger of contagion to the clean members 
of the crew. 

Pay of Diseased Men Stopped. 

“In the navy in 1915 there were ad- 
mitted for treatment for venereal dis- 
eases 112 persons in every 1,000, and 
in the army 84 for .every 1,000, the 
mumber in the army having decreased 
from 145 to the 1,000 after the passage 
of an act stopping the pdy of all sol- 
diers admitted for treatment for a ve- 
nereal disease. The new navy law 
stops the pay of men so afflicted, and 
will probably reduce the number to the 
army rate. But these figures show a 
condition of immorality upon the part 
of the minority in both arms of the 
service that challenges the thought of 
the authorities. 

“In civil life the number afflicted 
is quite as large proportionately as in 
the military service. It has been print- 
ed that Hecht, of Vienna, stated that 
at one time the equivalent of three en- 
tire Austrian divisions of 60,000 men 
was under treatment for venereal dis- 
ease, while the German army in Bel- 
gzium, representing only a small part of 
the total German forces, is reported dur- 
ing the first five months of its occu- 
pation to have furnished 35,000 such 
patients. Canadian and Australian of- 
ficers have deplored the ravages of this 
disease. The late figures from the Brit- 
ish army gave 78,000 cases, and all 
coo countries have also been weak- 
ened. 

“Sir Willlam Oster places these in- 
fectious diseases at the top as a menace 
in war and in peace. The time has come 
to realize that this subtlest foe of hu- 
raanity must be conquered, and it cannot 
be conquered by denying its existence,

Yours 
s the ministering function,. the inti- 
mate touch, and out of such relation 
you can enjoy an amazing power of 
suggestion. It is this power that 
America calls upon you to use. Tell 
our youths the truth. It is a duty laid 
upon you, not by the moral law alone, 
but by the law of self-preservation 
that operates in nations as well as In- 
dividuals. That duty ts imperative up- 
on you now as never before. If you 
perform it and our young soldiers and 
sailors heed your wise counsel—and 
many of them will follow vour teach- 
ing with lasting gratitude—you will 
contribute more to the winning of the 
war than manufacturers of shells.

STATE OF CATTLE TCKS 


South Georgia Farmers Or- 
ganize to Eradicate Tick 
Through Dipping Vats.

Brunswick, Ga., October 22.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The next twelve months will see 
Georgia tick-free from north Georg!a 
to the sea if the seacoast counties will 
respond and do their full share in co- 
operation of the Georgia Landown- 
ers’ association in carrying out the vig- 
orous program which it has planned for 
destroying the cattle tick in this sec- 
tion of the state, according to the state- 
ment of F. H. Abbott, eecretary of the 
association, who was in this city yes- 
terday in conference with Mr. C. Down- 
ing, treasurer, and Mr. William C. Lit- 
8 assistant treasurer of the associa- 
tion. 

“On December 1 the quarantine will 
be raised in Burke county,” said Mr. 
Abbott, “and that will leave only 
Screven, Effingham and Chatham coun- 
ties as a barrier between the sea and 
the tick-free territory of north Geor- 
gia, where farmers are free to buy and 
sell beef and breeding cattle in the 
markets of the world. 

Chatham county commissioners have 
already appropriated funds to, build 
dipping vats in that county, and the 
progressive farmers of Effingham 
county have joined the Georgia Land- 
owners’ association, in order to obtain 
its aid in bringing that county in line, 
while steps are being made to extend 
the work to Screven, Jenkins, Bullock, 
Bryan and Liberty counties, according 
to Mr. Abbott. 

“This leaves only Glynn and Camden, 
of all the eastern border counties of 
Georgia, and I am confident from what 
I know of the progressive character of 
the members of our association in these 
counties,” said Mr. Abbott, “that they 
will fall in line, even in advance of 
some of the other counties mentioned, 
in concerted effort to have dipping 
proceed and the quarantine raised, in 
all these counties at once.” 

Mr. Abbott says that hundreds of 
dipping vats are being built in all sec- 
tions of south Georgia by farmers who 
realize that they cannot move their 
cattle to market nor to tick-free terri- 
tory for any other purpose after Jan- 
vary 1, 191& without violating the Da- 
vis-Townsend tick law. “The farmers 
also are just beginning to realize,” he 
says, “that they will make a chaer 
profit of from $10 to $20 a he n 
their cattle by dipping them, whem, 
ing to the state about $15,000,000 
of meat and milk, which will be a 
factor in helping to win the war.” 

It is understood that steps are be- 
ing taken in Glynn and Camden coun- 
ties to‘take up the work of tick eradi- 
cation in the near future.

ADVANCE IN RATES |GEORGAN WAS LAST 


LIKELY FOR ROADS 


This Seems to Be Indicated 

. by Action of I. C. Commis- 
sion in Reopening 15 Per 
Cent Case. 


Washington, October 22.—The inter- 
state commerce tommission tonight re- 
sponded to the plea of eastern railroads 
for financial relief by reopening the 


15 per cent rate advance case, so far as 
these carriers are concerned. The first 
hearing was set for November here. 

In so doing the commission acted 
practically on its own initiative, dis- 
missing as “{n error” a suggestion made 
by the carriers at’ the conference here 
last week to the effect that the 15 per 
cent case be “continued for at least 60 
days.” 

“The 15 per cent case is still open 
and before the commission,” the com- 
mission advised George Stuart Patter- 
son, counse] for the eastern roads. “If 
your suggeston is well grounded that 
further financial relief 1s needed by the 
carriers, it is obvious that suc relief 
should be had promptly in order that 
transportation demands in time of war 
may be fully met.” 

“The commission is emphatically of 
the opinion,” the-letter states further 
on, “that the evidence necessary to es- 
tablish the full truth should be pre- 
sented without'‘delay in order that: the 
carriers may be maintained in a posi- 
tion to do their full war duty.” 

The railroads had asked at the con- 
ference that a method of procedure be 
adopted under which they might obtain 
speedily advances upon certain com- 
modities upon which they were refused 
advances by the commission last June, 
notably grain and grain products, 
dressed meats, petroleum, sand, cement 
and stone. The commission’s response 
not only provides speedy procedure un- 
der whic the railroads may _present 
data looking to a raise in rates on these 
products—too speedy to suit some of the 
railroads, it is understood—but opens 
the doors to the admission of testimony 
looking to a general advance in all 
rates east of the Mississippi and north 
of the Ohlo rivers. ’ 

_It is regarded as probable that the 
seuthern and western carriers, partic- 
ularly th® latter, already showing re- 
ductions tn net earnings, wil join in the 
request for an advance. 

Between the reopening of the case 
and the granting of higher rates, how- 
ever, it was pointed out tonight, there 
is a wide distinction. Under the pres- 
ent ruling the eastern roads will have 
te show conclusively the need of in- 
creased? before they will be authorized. 
The present proceeding simply permits 


the roads to present their case, and ap- 


arently a much larger case than the 
railroads had figured on presenting so 
soon. 

The commission’s decision to reopen 
the famous case was announced In a 
letter, made public tonight, addressed 
by its secretary to Mr. Patterson, In 
Philadelphia, in which the way was left 
open for southern and western carriers 
to join in proceedings if they so desire.

Other 
pugilists and followers of the sport 
sent telegrams to the fighter and his 
wife, expressing hope of a speedy re- 


covery. 
Fought te the Last. 
Fitzsimmons, until he sank into his 
final stupor, fought for his life as he 
had fought for victory in the _ ring. 
Physicians declared life was prolonged 
several days by the grim determina- 
tion of the man. 
“Fighting Bob” lived up to his nick- 
name and ring reputation almost to the 
end. He refused to admit defeat, even 
after physicians had given up hope. 
Fitzsimmons always was referred to as 
an Australian, because it was there 
that he started his ring career, but he 
was born in Helsten, Cornwall, Eng- 
land, June 4, 1862. His parénts, how- 
ever, soon moved to New Zealand. 
Fitzsimmons started work in his 
father’s blacksmith shop, and at the 
age of 18 gained fame for his dex- 
terity in swinging a heavy hammer 
and fashioning of horseshoes. It was 
said he could shape two while others 
made one. 
Naturally athletic, Fitzsimmons en- 
gaged in all kinds of sports. Before 
taking up boxing he was a hammer- 
thrower and long-distance runner. His 
speed and endurance were so marvel- 
ous that he was given to hunting kan- 
garoos afoot. The former champion’s 
ring career began as the winner of a 
lightweight competition promoted by 
Jem Mace, at imaru, New Zealand, 
in 1880. He defeated four men, knock- 
ing out three of them, and thus became 
the amateur champion of the country. 
The next year he defended his honors, 
defeating five opponents in one night. 


Cemes to America. 


Fitzsimmons continued at the forge 
for the next six or seven years, but 
was always ready to fight. After fight- 
ing three battles with Jim Hall, then 
regarded as the middleweight champion 
of Australia, Fitzsimmons came _ to 
America in 1890. He was one of the 
lightest men to win the heavyweight 
championship. He rarely weighed more 
than 165 pounds when in condition and 
gave way as much as fifty pounds to 
some opponents. Fitzsimmons won the 
world’s heavweight title on March 17, 
1897, when he defeated James J. Cor- 
bett in the fourteenth round of their 
memorable battle at Carson City, Nev. 
He stopped Corbett with his famous so- 
lar plexus punch, of which he was the 
originator.

Cotton Market Nervous 
From Fear of Confiscation

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PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, October 22.—(Special.)—Pres- 
sure due to overnight selling orders brought 
about a decline of approximately twenty 
points at the opening of the market and 
@ further decline on account of heavy sell- 
ing on a newspaper report of German-owned 
cotton of a large amount being seized by the 
United States government. 

We are not inclined to take much stock 
in this report, for a time hedge selling 
was on the increase. Trade interests bought 
and covering of contracts brought about an 
advance to closing prices of Saturday. Ex- 
ports were smati, totalling only 1,008 bales.

New York, October 22.—(Special.)—Large 
orders to sell appeared at the opening and 
continued during the forenoon from Wall 
street and western sources. They would 
seem to have been based on a newspaper 
article that the government had taken pos- 
session of a million bales of cotton belong- 
ing to Germans which would immediately 
be for sale. . 

Cotton men wondered where the million 

bales could be found, as the census state- 
ment of cotton in warehouses on July 31 
showed several hundred thousand bales less 
than a million bales in the United States. 
It was recalled that late in 1914 some cot- 
ton was said to have been bought for Ger- 
man account which the cotton trade believe 
has long ajnce been sold, expecting a minor 
quantity contracted to be delivered after 
the wear.

@ severe cold wave, followed by rain or 
enow.

New York, October 22.—(Special.)—-By far 
the chief topic of discussion today was the 
article in The New York Tribune, stating 
that our government would confiscate all 
German-owned cotton held in this country, 
which, according to this newspaper, amount- 
ed to approximately one million bales. 

Pronounced weakness was shown in the 
early market, but a hardening tendency 
later developed as many of the local cot- 
ton men could not reconcile the above eatt- 
mate with the official figures on available 
supplies, although others pointed out that 
according to Secretary Hester, the amount 
carried over from last year at uncounted 
towns and plantations amounted to 650,000 
bales. . 

Tt is quite generally conceded, however, 
that considerable cotton has been held for 
German account and its ultimate effect on 
the market will depend entirely on the 
actual amount held. For the moment we 
consider cotton high enough and prefer sales.

New York, October 22.—A sharp 
break was followed by a recovery in 
the cotton market today, owing to the 
continued bullish average of weather 
and crop news. December rallied from 
26.65 to 27.35 and closed at 27.27, with 
the general list closing very steady, net 
5 points lower to 6 points higher. 

The market was very much unsettled 
at the start, and often opening 5 to 30 
points lower, sold 55 to 75 points below 
Saturday’s closing figures during the 
first few minutes. There had been a 
good deal of reactionary feeling around 
the ring late last week and a good 
many selling orders seemed to have ac- 
cumulated over Sunday, while nervous- 
ness was evidently increased by the 


publication of a report that the United 
States government was planning to 


seize cotton held for German account 
in this country amounting to a million 


bales. This seemed to create an im- 
pression in gome quarters that a large 
amount of cotton previously held off 
the market might become «available. 
Local cotton men and statisticians, how- 
ever, said they could not reconcile the 
amount of cotton mentioned in the talk 
of German holdings with the known 
facts concerning available supplies, and 
after the first rush of selling had sub- 
sided the market turned firmer. The 
western belt forecast for still colder 
weather and snow in northwest Texas 
was a factor on the rally, while the 
detailed weather reports showed freez- 
ing temperatures at many points. 

There was covering by early sellers 
and a renewal of trade demand on the 
rally from 26.18 to 26.95 for January, 
and from 26,00 to 26.70 for March, with 
the general List selling about net un- 
changed to 6 points higher during the 
late trading. A southwestern author- 
ity says the crop indication on October 
9 pointed to a yield of 11,186,000 bales, 
excluding linters..

NEW ORLEANS MARKET 
RECOVERS FROM BULLISH EFFECT 

New Orleans, October 22.—Consider- 
able pressure was put against the cot- 
ton market here in the early trading 
today, but later the tone steadie! Aft- 
er a half-cent decline, there was practi- 
cally a complete recovery, and closing 
prices were 1 point up to 4 points down 
compared to the closing quotations of 
Saturday. 

The market opened at the decline, 
and much of the early selling was in 
liquidation of the long contracts and 
more or less short selling, based on 
the theory that prevailing prices dis- 
counted bullish influences. Thus, the 
cold wave forecast for the helt fell 
flat, although bullish traders contend- 
ed it would probably work much harm 
to open cotton and interfere with pick- 
ing. ; 

A feature of the session was the ru 
mor that a million bales of cotton were 
owned in this country by German in- 
terests and were liable to seizure. 
While this swelled offerings for awhile, 
it was soon dismissed as absurd. 

In the afternoon the steadiness of 
the spot department, quotations there 
being unchanged at 27.50 for middling, 
was a source of strength, but at no time 
did the market develop og d real buy- 
ing power. At the lowest levels prices 
were 52 to 564 points down net; at the 
highest January was 3 »oints up net, 
other months not showing net ad- 
vances.

News of Rapid Growth of 
Liberty Loan Strengthens 
Market Conditions--Money 
Rates Undisturbed. 


New York, October 22.—Advances of 1 
to 4 points in the first half of today’s 
stock market session were gradually 
forfeited later, the market closing with 
a heavy trend. Early improvement was 
most general in war shares and the va- 
ried group of equipments, rails and 
metals holding back. . 

Developments over the week-end re- 
ceived favorable interpretation for the 
most part and the rapid growth of the 
Liberty Loan was again a factor. Money 
rates were virtually undisturbed despite 


the msictnis 4 loss reported in local bank 
reserves last Saturday. Trading was of 
a professional character, public inquiry 
reflecting only a moderate accession. 
Pools continued their bullish activity in 
numerous speculatives issues at gross 
advances of substantial proportions, but 
too, were surrendered before the close. 

Gas shares were depressed even 
when other specialties were inclined 
to advance. Laclede Gas of St. Louis 
made a precipitate decline of 15 points 
on a single sale; Consolidated Gas 
dropped 6 points and People’s Gas es- 
tablished a new minimum at 39. 

United States Steel reacted from 
107%, its top of the forenoon, to 104%, 
and closed at 105%, a net loss of 1%. 
Independent steels, notably Bethlehem, 
Crucible and Lackawanna, met 
Similar reversals, and early 
tial gains in Baldwin and American Lo- 
comotives were lost.

SMALL CORN SUPPLY 


NOW IN CHICAGO 


Only 36,000 Bushels in Chi- 
cago Elevators Against 
1,058,000 Last Year—Close 
Was Strong. 


Chicago, October 22.—A decided up- 
shoot which took place in corn prices 
today resulted largely from the fact 
that the amount of corn on hand in 
Chicago had been reduced to the small- 
est total in many years. The market 
closed strong, 1 to 2%c net higher, with 
Decem ber = to $1.16%, and May 
$1.10%@% to $1.104%@%. Oats ad- 
vanced \%@% to %c, and provisions 
20c to $1.50. 

An aggregate of only 36,000 bushels 
of corn in Chicago elevators today con- 
trasted sharply with 1,058,000 bushels 
a year ago, and drew attention to the 
meagerness of the visible supply in the 
country as a whole—1,656,000 bushels, 
as against 8,870,000 bushels last year. 
In this connection smallness of hedg- 
ing sales were taken to indicate but 
slight prospects of stocks accumulat- 
ing at terminals, especially as talk was 
current of pronounced car scarcity at 
rural stations and of insufficiency of 
labor for rapid work in husking and 
shucking. 

Oats derived strength ‘almost wholly 
from the bulge in the corn market.
